ment.  Every  known  industry,  every  ^ 
political  circle,  every  science,  indeed  ^ 
every  phase  of  life  is  moving  on-  ^ 
ward  with  increasing  rapidity.  We 
are  attaining  goals  not  dreamed  of 
even  thirty  years  ago.  1 

Amidst  the  whirlwind  of  new  ideas  , 
new  manners,  education  iy  struggling 
for  supremacy.  The  educators  admit 
that  all  which  society  has  heretofore 
gained  must  be  carried  to  the  future 
generations  through  the  schools.  If- 
they  are  to  play  such  an  important 
part  in  our  lives,  we  must  give  them 
much  consideration.
